To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Compared  with  previous  years  the  vital  statistics  for  1946  relating  to  the  County  remain 
satisfactory. 

The  birth  rate  was  19.17  per  thousand  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  rate  for  1944  (20.07 
per  thousand)  is  the  highest  since  1921.  It  will  be  most  interesting  to  see  how  long  the  birth 
rate,  which  began  to  rise  during  the  war,  in  1942,  will  remain  at  its  present  level,  but  the  chances 
are  that,  following  the  experience  after  the  first  world  war,  the  rate  wiU  begin  to  decline.  The 
increased  birth  rate  was  naturally  reflected  in  greater  calls  on  the  Antenatal  Clinics,  Health 
Visiting  and  Child  Welfare  Services.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  310,  about  7%  of 
the  total.  An  increasing  number  of  unmarried  mothers  was  assisted  either  by  the  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association  or  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer  employed  in  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  I  am  well  satisfied  that  there  are  few  branches  of  preventive  medicine  more  worth 
while  than  an  efficient,  kind  and  sympathetic  organisation  for  assisting  these  girls  towards 
social  rehabilitation.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  36.9  per  thousand,  the  second  lowest  on 
record.  Four  maternal  deaths  were  registered,  equivalent  to  a  maternal  mortality  rate  of 
0.86  per  thousand  live  and  stUl  births,  which  is  the  second  lowest  rate  so  far  experienced.  The 
tuberculosis  death  rate  declined  to  0.45  per  1,000  which  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded.  The 
general  death  rate  was  12.00  per  thousand  which  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  To  the 
extent  then  that  vital  statistics  can  be  taken  as  a  guide,  the  health  of  the  community  in  the 
County  in  1946  was  satisfactory. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  generally  low.  Measles  did  not  reach  epidemic 
proportions  as  there  were  only  223  cases  and  no  deaths,  but  whooping  cough  cases  numbered 
529  with  four  deaths.  Whooping  cough  is  often  a  serious  infection  of  childhood  and  as  soon  as 
a  preventive  vaccine  of  proved  value  is  available  its  use  will  be  widely  advocated.  The  number 
of  cases  of  diphtheria  fell  to  fifteen  with  no  deaths.  Immunisation  is  now  widely  established 
as  a  habit  in  the  minds  of  the  public,  and  I  was  recently  told  of  a  mother  who  brought  her  infant 
four  miles  along  a  country  road  in  a  perambulator  to  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  to  be  immunised. 
Incidentally,  this  mother  could,  under  the  immunisation  scheme,  have  had  her  child  protected 
by  her  own  doctor  at  the  cost  of  the  Council. 

The  history  of  the  County  health  services  may  conveniently  be  regarded  as  falling  into 
three  stages  ;  the  first  stage  began  in  1898  with  the  appointment  of  the  first  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Paget,  and  the  second  stage  was  ushered  in  with  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  under  which  schemes  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for 
infectious  diseases  cases  and  for  the  appointment  of  full-time  medical  officers  of  health  in  the 
county  districts  had  to  be  submitted,  while  responsibihty  for  institutional  care  of  the  chronic 
sick  and  the  opportunity  of  providing  hospital  services  passed  to  the  County  Council.  The 
third  stage  wiU  begin  on  the  appointed  day  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  There 
wiU  be  transferred  from  the  County  Council  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Oxford,  the 
control  of  hospital  and  specialist  services  hitherto  undertaken  by  the  Council. 
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The  chief  result  will  be  that  the  Council  will  no  longer  be  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  tuberculosis  service  in  which  it  has  consistently  shown  a  particularly  keen  and  sympathetic 
interest  that  has  resulted  in  an  efficient  and  modem  department,  including  the  recently  con- 
stracted  sanatorium  at  Rushden  with  up-to-date  facilities,  three  dispensaries  all  with  X-ray 
apparatus,  a  mass  miniature  radiography  unit,  and  finally,  a  voluntary  tuberculosis  after-care 
organisation  which  is  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  in  the  country. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  wiU  also  become  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
accommodation  for  maternity  cases  and  for  mental  defectives.  Increasing  difficulty  was 
encountered  during  1946  in  maintaining  staff  for  St.  John’s  Maternity  Home,  Weston  Favell, 
and  it  has  also  been  practically  impossible  to  find  accommodation  for  mental  defectives  because 
of  staffing  difficulties.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  will  have  numerous  and  onerous  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  which  the  greatest  will  be  the  recruitment  of  adequate  nursing  and  domestic  staff. 

The  County  Council  will  cease  to  undertake  the  provision  of  Venereal  Diseases  clinics,  which 
wiU  pass  with  the  other  speciahst  services  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  balance  sheet,  among  the  new  duties  that  will  be  placed  on  the 
County  Council  are  :  Home  Nursing,  Ambulance  Services,  Health  Centres,  Mental  Health, 
and  Prevention  of  lUness,  Care  and  After-Care.  Care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  including 
in  particular  dental  care,  which  was  formerly  a  power,  now  becomes  a  statutory  duty.  The 
Act  also  requires  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  submit  proposals  for 
health  visiting,  the  scope  of  which  is  extended,  and  for  domiciliary  midwifery  and  home  help 
services. 

The  preparation  of  schemes  under  the  new  Act  will  involve  the  consideration  of  a  number 
of  difficult  problems  and  the  work  that  the  Health  Committee  will  require  to  undertake  will 
be  altered  in  many  important  respects. 

I  have  respectfully  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  tolerance  and  friendly  support.  To  my  colleagues  in  the  Health 
Department,  both  medical  and  lay,  I  am  indebted  for  invaluable  assistance.

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The  birth-rate  of  19.17  is  higher  by  0.19  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  and  sUghtly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (19.1),  whilst  the  death- 
rate  (12.00)  is  lower  by  0.34  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
but  higher  by  0.5  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  birth-rate  exceeded  the  death-rate 
by  7.17  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  seven  chief  causes  of  death  accounted  for  71.3  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  and  are  led 
by  heart  disease  (28.6),  cancer  (15.9),  intracranial  vascular  lesions  (12.0),  pneumonia  (4.7), 
bronchitis  (3.6),  nephritis  (3.4)  and  tuberculosis  of  respiratory  system  (3.1). 

The  number  of  deaths  associated  with  childbirth  amounted  to  four  as  against  three  in  the 
previous  year.

The 
Registrar-General,  in  his  Memorandum  with  regard  to  statistics  for  the  year  1946,  states  ;  “  The  variety  and 
magnitude  of  local  population  movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths  have  together 
combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt  to  secure  comparability  between  local  death  rates  by  the  use  of  Area  Com¬ 
parability  Factors  and  the  preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  are  being  suspended  under  present  conditions.” 


2.  AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County. 

In  his  memorandum  with  regard  to  statistics,  the  Registrar-General  states  that 
“  populations  .  .  .  are  given  for  calculation  of  Death  Rates  or  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases 
amongst  civihans.  Estimates  of  the  numbers  and  distribution  of  the  non-civilian  population  are 
not  available  and  the  birth  rate  can  only  be  based  on  the  civilian  population  of  1946  as  used  for 
death  rates.” 

On  this  basis  the  civihan  population  of  1946  for  the  Administrative  County  is  estimated  by 
the  Registrar-General  to  be  236,340.

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It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  table  that  of  the  4,687  samples  of  designated  milk  (an 
increase  of  610  over  the  previous  year)  82%  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  : 
this  was  a  considerable  improvement  on  the  percentage  of  satisfactory  samples  for  1945.  In 
the  case  of  non-designated  samples  examined,  77%  were  satisfactory.  There  is  no  statutory 
test  for  cleanliness  of  non-designated  milk  and,  in  its  absence,  the  standards  described  in  my 
1938  report  are  still  in  force  in  this  County. 

Pcisteurised  and  Heat  Treated  Milk. 

On  the  2nd  January,  1946,  the  Minister  of  Health  made  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  1946,  which  became  operative  on  1st  March,  1946.  These  Regulations  amended 
the  Mnk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  in  so  far  as  they  prescribed  that  the  statutory  tests 
for  Pasteurised  milk  should  be  the  Phosphatase  Test  and  the  Methylene  Blue  Test ;  thus  making 
coincident  the  statutory  tests  for  samples  taken  under  Defence  Regulation  55G  and  those  taken 
from  Pasteurising  plants  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders. 

Throughout  the  year,  samples  have  been  taken  by  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  from 
Pasteurising  and  Heat  Treatment  plants  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  under  Defence 
Regulation  55G,  and  from  Pasteurising  plants  hcensed  under  the  MUk  (Special  Designations) 
Orders.  The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  statutory  tests  carried  out  :

Of  the  samples  tabulated  above,  122  were  taken  under  Defence  Regulation  55G,  of  which 
86  were  from  Pasteurising  plants  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders  and 
36  from  other  plants. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  percentages  of  satisfactory  samples  submitted  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests  were  almost  identical  with  those  of  last  year,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  many  more  samples  were  examined. 

Control  of  Infections  Diseases 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  inaugurated  by  the  jMedical  Research  Council  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  and  is  under  the  super\usion  of  Dr.  Leslie  Hoyle. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  and  aU  the  District  Councils  in  the 
County  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  and  payment  for  work  done  takes  the  form 
of  an  annual  block  contribution  ;  being  the  equivalent  of  the  authority’s  average  annual  ex¬ 
penditure  for  similar  purposes  during  the  last  three  years  of  peace  previous  to  the  outbreak  of 
war  in  1939.  In  the  case  of  the  County  Council  the  contribution  amounts  to  £10  per  annum, 
and  in  return  for  this  an  unhmited  service  is  given. 

In  addition  to  undertaking  the  actual  examinations  in  the  Laboratory,  the  Pathologist  in 
charge  is  available  for  personal  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  will,  if 
desired,  participate  in  the  field  investigation  of  epidemic  outbreaks  and  in  the  collection  of 
specimens. 

Water. 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  all  water  samples  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  General  Hospital. 
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Biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Samples  of  raw  Designated  milk  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  BacUli.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  guinea 
pigs,  the  Laboratory  was  unable  to  accept  samples  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  year.  Of 
the  30  samples  accepted  for  examination  (aU  from  designated  herds)  one  from  an  Accredited 
herd  proved  positive.  Further  individual  samples  from  the  herd  concerned,  taken  by  the 
Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  gave  negative  results, 
and  it  was  suggested  that  the  positive  bulk  sample  was  due  to  the  use  of  a  contaminated  chum, 
but  this  is  extremely  difficult  or  impossible  to  prove.

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3.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  section  of  the  report,  in  so  far  as  it  deals  with  Mid  wives  and  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes,  refers  to  the  whole  Administrative  County.  In  respect  of  other  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services,  the  report  covers  the  Administrative  County  less  the  Borough  of  Kettering, 
which  is  a  separate  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority.  :  I 

A  comprehensive  report  on  the  Child  Welfare  and  Antenatal  Services  was  submitted  to  the 
Committee  in  October,  1946,  giving  full  details  of  the  existing  services  together  with  suggestions 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Services  by  inter  alia,  increasing  the  Health  Visiting  staff  and  the 
number  of  Clinics.  As  the  first  instalment  towards  implementing  the  extension  of  the  existing 
services,  the  County  Council  approved  an  increase  in  the  Health  Visiting  staff  from  one  Super¬ 
intendent  and  22  Health  Visitors  to  one  Superintendent  and  28  Health  Visitors  with  effect  from 
1st  April,  1947. 


(i)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services.  ■  .

The  number  of  midwives  in  independent  practice  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  19. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  employed  20  nurses  for  emergency  duty  and  to  relieve 
temporarily  during  holidays,  sickness,  etc. 


(ii)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Under  an  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Nursing  Association  for 
the  provision  of  special  nurses  in  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease,  16  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia, 
6  of  whooping  cough,  1  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  27  of  measles,  and  47  cases  of  infantile 
diarrhoea  were  nursed  in  the  home.  Nursing  care  was  also  given  in  a  number  of  other  cases  not 
strictly  provided  for  in  the  agreement,  including  110  cases  of  pneumonia  and  113  of  influenza. 


(hi)  Midwives. 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  (who  is  also  Superintendent  of  the  Northainpton- 
shire  Nursing  Association)  and  her  staff,  made  259  routine  visits  and  273  special  investigations. 

The  number  of  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area  at  any  time 
during  the  year  was  145  ;  on  December  31st,  105  remained  in  practice.  Of  the  latter,  5  were 
employed  at  the  County  Maternity  Home,  Kettering,  72  by  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing 
Association,  2  at  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital,  1  at  Brackley  Cottage  Hospital,  6 
at  St.  John’s  Maternity  Home,  3  in  private  nursing  homes  and  16  in  private  practice. 

Medical  Aid  to  Midwives.  During  the  year,  the  midwives  notified  that  they  had  called  in 
medical  aid  in  600  cases  and  279  claims  for  payment  of  fees  were  dealt  with  from  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  whose  assistance  had  been  sought,  as  against  553  notifications  and  309  claims  in  the 
previous  year. 
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(iv)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

The  number  of  homes  on  the  register  during  the  year  was  two  and  six  visits  of  inspection  were 
paid  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer.

(v)  Maternal  Mortality  (excluding  Kettering  Borough). 

The  Registrar-General  reported  four  maternal  deaths,  none  of  which  was  from  sepsis. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  live  and  still  births  was  1.14.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  1.43  per  thousand  live  and  still  births. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Fourteen  notifications  were  received  (excluding  Kettering  Borough). 
Four  of  the  notified  cases  were  treated  in  hospital ;  (there  were  no  deaths  among  the  notified 
cases). 


(vi)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  were  notified  (excluding  Kettering  Borough)  both  of  which  recovered  without 
impairment  of  vision  ;  one  case  was  treated  in  hospital.  Both  cases  were  visited  by  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officers.

The  staff  of  the  London  County  Council  employed  at  the  St.  John’s  Emergency  Maternity  Home  was 
recalled  on  the  28th  February,  1946,  and  arrangements  were  thereupon  made  to  re-staff  the  Home  for  the 
reception  of  County  maternity  cases  in  accordance  wuth  the  proposals  approved  by  the  County  Council  and 
agreed  with  the  Trustees  for  its  use  for  this  purpose  for  the  period  to  31st  December,  1946.  This  period  was 
subsequently  extended  for  a  further  year  until  31st  December,  1947. 

The  number  of  patients  booked  varied  from  25  to  50  per  month  according  to  the  midwifery  and  nursing 
staff  available. 

In  my  Report  for  1945,  I  detailed  a  long  term  pohcy  for  maternity  accommodation  adopted 
by  the  County  Council  in  November,  1945.  In  July,  1946,  the  Council  sanctioned  a  further 
increase  in  the  approved  cost  of  extensions  to  the  Barratt  Maternity  Home  bringing  the  total 
cost  of  the  building  works,  excluding  architects’  fees,  to  f2A,lA0  towards  which  the  County 
Council  would  contribute  half. 

(viii)  Antenatal  Clinics. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  13  antenatal  clinics. 

Antenatal  Chnics  were  held  twice  weekly  at  Northampton,  weeklj"  at  Wellingborough, 
Rushden  and  Corby,  fortnightly  at  Daventry  and  Kettering,  and  monthly  at  Brixworth,  Middle- 
ton  Cheney,  Rothwell,  Thrapston,  Towcester,  Oundle  and  Woodford  Raise.  ^

A  postnatal  Clinic  was  held  at  Wellingborough  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  from 
2  to  3.30  p.m.  There  were  89  attendances ;  other  postnatal  attendances  were  made  at  the 
Antenatal  Clinics,  the  total  attendances,  including  Wellingborough,  being  479. 


Blood  Tests. 

The  blood  testing  of  women  attending  Antenatal  Clinics  was  continued  during  1946.  Of 
1,448  specimens  examined,  7  were  found  to  show  abnormalities,  and  these  cases  were  referred  for 
advice  and  treatment  to  the  appropriate  clinics.  In  addition  to  specimens  for  Wasserman  and 
Kahn  reaction,  samples  were  examined  through  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  for 
determination  of  Rh.  Factor.  Of  363  samples  submitted  77  or  21.3%  were  reported  as  Rh. 
negative.  In  the  case  of  women  with  Rh.  negative  blood,  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  specimens 
of  blood  from  the  husbands,  and  40  such  samples  were  also  examined.

In  addition,  the  Health  Visitors  made  728  attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and 
gave  36  lectures  to  the  mothers. 

A  total  of  3,619  first  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  to  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
representing  94.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  registered  live  births. 

(xii)  Child  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  continued  to  visit  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  206  and  220  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936;  657  visits  were  made.  Periodical  reports  have  been  received  upon  cases 
under  their  supervision.  AU  reports  are  reviewed  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and 
prompt  measures  are  taken  to  investigate  any  case  in  which  an  adverse  report  is  received. 
During  the  year,  2  children  were  removed  from  the  County,  16  were  returned  to  the  care  of  parents 
or  relatives,  2  were  legally  adopted,  9  were  removed  to  institutions,  1  was  boarded  out  by  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee,  and  in  17  cases  supervision  was  discontinued  on  the  child  reaching 
the  age  of  nine  years.

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(xiii)  Orthopaedics. 

The  Clinics  organised  by  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  continued  their  valuable  work 
and  103  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  referred  to  the  Clinics  by  the  Medical  Officers 
attending  Infant  Welfare  Centres.

(xiv)  Mental  Deficiency. 

The  Health  Visitors  pay  routine  domiciliary  visits  to  mental  defectives  who  are  living  in  good 
homes  and  whose  conduct  is  satisfactory.  Other  defectives  who  require  special  supervision  are 
visited  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

(xv)  Unmarried  Mothers. 

Fourteen  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  special  homes  in  1946. 

(xvi)  Prevention  of  Deafness  and  Deaf-Mutism. 

Seven  cases  have  been  referred  to  hospitals  for  operation. 

(xvii)  Dental  Treatment  and  Defective  Vision. 

There  were  referred  to  the  Staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  372'*‘expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  247  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  required  dental  treatment,  and  82  children 
under  five  who  required  examination  for  defective  vision.  Assistance  towards  the  cost  of 
dentures  was  given  to  34  mothers.

(xviii)  Consultant  Obstetric  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  has  arrangements  with  Mr.  R.  Watson,  F.R.C.S.(Ed).,  F.R.C.O.G. 
(Consultant  Obstetrician)  and  his  services  are  available  to  medical  practitioners  in  cases  of 
abnormahty  of  pregnancy  and  in  puerperal  cases.  One  case  was  officially  treated  under  the 
arrangements  for  the  Emergency  Unit. 

(xbc)  Contraception  Clinic.

CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866. 

During  1946,  of  the  261  illegitimate  births  in  the  County  (excluding  the  Borough  of  Ket¬ 
tering)  recorded  by  the  Registrar-General,  225  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  out  of  which  196  involved  social  problems  requiring  varying  assistance  and  advice.  The 
close  working  liaison  between  the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  and  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  continues,  the  former  Organisers  dealing  with  135  cases  and  the  remaining  number,  61, 
by  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 

Efforts  have  been  made  as  shown  to  present  a  fairly  detailed  analysis  of  a  complicated 
problem.  I  do  not  propose  to  enlarge  on  the  figures  given  but  would  point  out  some  of  the  main 
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difficulties  appertaining  to  the  recommendations  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866.  The 
problem  of  second  illegitimate  children,  especially  when  the  alleged  putative  fathers  are  Prisoners 
of  War  or  men  overseas,  is  acute.  It  creates  social  economic  difficulties  which  are  inevitably 
detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  mother  and  child  fading  the  co-operation  of  the  girl’s  family. 
Voluntary  homes  are  unable  to  admit  babies  referred,  owing  to  lack  of  staff,  etc.,  and  no  provision 
is  made  for  babies  under  12  months  in  Day  Nurseries.  There  was  no  residential  nursery  avail¬ 
able  in  the  County  for  the  second  part  of  the  year,  and  with  more  women  employed  in  industry, 
it  was  almost  impossible  to  find  suitable  foster  mothers  prepared  to  undertake  the  responsibility 
of  caring  for  the  babies.  Whenever  possible,  as  shown,  every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  the 
mother  to  keep  her  child  although  it  necessitates  personal  sacrifice.  Adoption  is  arranged  only 
when  it  is  definitely  in  the  child’s  interests.  Providing  the  first  twelve  months  of  the  child’s 
life  is  negotiated  successfully,  and  help  and  encouragement  during  this  period  cannot  be  stressed 
too  forcibly,  the  mother  generally  becomes  fond  of  her  child.  Admittedly  there  are  a  number 
of  cases  in  which  certain  unsatisfactory  circumstances  were  disclosed  owing  to  material  and 
psychological  difficulties  and  it  is  regretted  that  on  the  whole  the  proportion  would  appear  to  be 
slightly  higher  than  for  legitimate  children  in  the  County. 

The  main  problem  as  I  see  it  after  alleviating  material  and  emotional  distress,  is  to  persuade 
the  mother  to  give  her  baby  the  first  consideration  and  thereby  assure  the  child  of  a  sense  of 
security  and  well-being.

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SHORT-STAY  NURSERY. 

Twenty-nine  County  children  were  admitted  to  Duncote  Hall  Residential  Nursery.  This 
Nursery  was  closed  in  July,  1946,  owing  to  staffing  difficulties  and  the  property  was  derequisi¬ 
tioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

On  8th  November,  1945,  the  County  Council  authorised  the  provision  of  a  Short-Stay 
Nursery  as  part  of  the  post-war  maternity  and  child  welfare  services,  and  in  February,  1946, 
approval  was  given  to  the  incurring  of  an  expenditure,  estimated  at  £6,500,  to  cover  the  purchase 
of  premises  at  "  Thorpelands,”  Kettering  Road,  Moulton,  at  a  price  to  be  settled  by  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Valuer,  the  adaptation  thereof  and  the  provision  of  furniture. 

RESIDENTIAL  NURSERY  PARTIES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  residential  nursery  parties  for  evacuee  children  under 
five  years  of  age  were  supervised  by  medical  members  of  the  staff ;  the  accommodation  for 
children  at  each  nursery  is  shown  in  brackets  :

HOSTELS  FOR  DIFFICULT  CHILDREN. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  three  hostels  for  children  who  were  considered, 
after  investigation,  to  be  unsuitable  for  billeting  in  ordinary  households.  During  the  early 
part  of  the  year  the  following  hostels  were  closed  :

Ascertainment  Rate — 3.13  per  1,000. 
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Ascertainment. 

Thirty-seven  new  cases  have  been  ascertained.  Nine  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  by  the  County  Education  Committee.  The 
remaining  twenty-eight  cases  were  ascertained  through  the  Public  Health,  Public  Assistance 
and  School  Health  Services.  The  number  of  Orders  made  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts 
was  thirteen.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  Rampton  State  Institution,  one  was  transferred  from 
Rampton  State  Institution  to  Brentry  Colony  and  three  transfers  from  one  Certified  Institution 
to  another  have  been  effected.  Two  patients  in  Certified  Institutions  were  certified  under  the 
Lunacy  Acts  and  admitted  to  the  County  Mental  Hospital.  One  patient  died  at  Bromham 
House  Colony. 

Guardianship. 

Four  defectives  are  in  the  care  of  guardians  supervised  by  the  Brighton  Guardianship 
Society.  From  the  monthly  reports  received  from  the  Society  it  would  appear  that  these  patients 
are  happy  and  well  cared  for.  One  defective  is  under  Guardianship  in  the  County  and  receives 
regular  supervision  visits  from  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  one  of  the  Council’s  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Licence. 

Twelve  patients  are  at  present  on  licence  from  Institutions.  One  female  patient  is  on 
licence  from  Guardianship  and  supervised  by  the  Brighton  Guardianship  Society.  Eight  female 
patients  are  in  domestic  service  and  of  the  male  patients  on  licence  two  are  labourers,  one  is 
working  in  a  factory  and  one  does  helpful  work  at  home.  All  the  patients  on  licence  in  the 
County  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

Medical  Excuninations. 

Forty-two  special  medical  examinations  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  were  carried  out. 

Domiciliary  Supervision. 

Routine  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  have  been  made  to  the  defectives  under  Statutory  and 
Voluntary  supervision  in  their  homes.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  carried  out  943  visits  and 
interviews. 

General. 

The  accommodation  of  defectives  in  institutions  continues  to  be  extremely  difficult.  A 
number  of  cases  who  are  in  urgent  need  of  training  remain  at  home  with  their  parents  or  guard¬ 
ians.  The  Bromham  House  Colony,  like  other  institutions,  has  found  the  greatest  difficulty 
in  obtaining  sufficient  staff  with  the  result  that  the  available  accommodation  is  not  used  to 
capacity.

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SECTION  C 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

In  general  Rural  District  Councils  continue  to  take  steps  to  improve  their  sanitary  services 
by  promoting  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  water  supplies,  drainage  and  sewerage.  The  day 
of  the  “  one  parish  scheme  ”  appears  for  practical  purposes  to  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  the 
comprehensive  schemes  for  water  supplies  and  sewerage  submitted  to  the  County  Council  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  for  their  observations  were  generally  on  a 
Regional  basis.  The  County  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Sub-Committee  have  expressed 
the  opinion  that  a  policy  of  developing  independent  small  schemes  is  one  which  should  be 
firmly  discouraged  by  the  Council.  Whilst  a  number  of  proposed  schemes  have  already  been 
the  subject  of  Public  Local  Inquiries  by  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  actual  progress 
made  in  constructing  new  works  has  been  on  the  whole  rather  disappointing  and  to  some  Rural 
District  Councils  frankly  discouraging.  The  absence  of  material  progress  does  not  appear  to 
be  due  to  a  lack  of  enthusiasm  or  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Rural  Districts  but  rather  to  the 
difficulties  associated  with  the  supply  of  materials  and  labour. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  the  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board  following  a  survey  of 
their  water  resources  and  system  of  distribution,  adopted  a  scheme  for  laying  a  new  12"  rising 
main  from  their  works  at  Hardwater  Crossing  to  Rushden,  together  with  the  erection  of  an  ele¬ 
vated  storage  reservoir  and  certain  improvements  in  the  system  of  distribution  in  Rushden. 

A  number  of  meetings  were  held  by  the  local  authorities  interested  in  or  likely  to  be  affected 
by  the  creation  of  a  Joint  Water  Board.  Reports  of  technical  officers  were  received  and  con¬ 
sidered  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  concrete  proposals  had  been  formulated  which  were  accept¬ 
able  to  all  the  authorities  in  the  area  surrounding  the  County  Borough  of  Northampton. 


SECTION  D. 
Housing. 


The  survey  of  rural  housing  conditions  as  recommended  in  the  Hobhouse  Report  continued 
satisfactorily.  Close  liaison  was  maintained  by  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  with  his  colleagues 
in  the  several  rural  districts.  FuU  details  of  the  inspections  made  and  the  categories  into  which 
the  houses  were  allocated  are  shown  in  Tables  No.  VII-VIII,  pp.  50  to  55.  The  former  table 
gives  the  returns  made  by  the  rural  councils  whilst  the  latter  shews  the  inspections  carried  out 
by  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  in  conjunction  with  the  rural  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

It  win  be  noted  that  over  23%  of  the  rural  houses  inspected  were  scheduled  in  Category  5, 
i.e.,  that  they  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

In  May,  Professor  J.  M.  Mackintosh,  former  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  gave  an 
address  to  the  Joint  County  Committee  on  ‘‘  Heating  and  Ventilation  of  Houses  ”.  The  Joint 
Committee  by  resolution  drew  the  attention  of  rural  councils  to  the  special  needs  of  tuberculous 
families,  recommending  that  they  be  given  priority  in  the  allocation  of  houses. 
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SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


1.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1946. 

The  County  Council  granted  27  Tuberculin  Tested  licences  and  23  Accredited  licences,  and 
during  the  same  period  8  Tuberculin  Tested  and  40  Accredited  milk  producers  relinquished  their 
licences  or  removed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  126  Tuberculin  Tested  and  275  Accredited 
licences  in  force  in  the  County,  a  further  increase  of  9  over  the  previous  year  in  the  case  of  the 
Tuberculin  Tested  licences.  One  licence  to  bottle  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was  cancelled  and 
none  was  granted,  leaving  the  number  of  producers  licensed  to  bottle  their  milk  as  such  at  13  ; 
by  reason  of  there  being  one  licence  to  bottle  Accredited  milk  granted  and  one  licence  cancelled, 
the  number  of  Accredited  bottling  licences  at  the  end  of  the  year  remained  at  9— as  at  the  end  of 
1945. 

Of  the  126  Tuberculin  Tested  herds  in  the  County,  52  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  entered 
in  the  Register  of  Attested  Herds  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

There  were  4,687  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  milk  collected  and  ex¬ 
amined,  an  increase  of  610  (15%)  over  the  previous  year  ;  of  which  3,855  (82%)  were  satisfactory: 
in  calculating  this  percentage,  all  unsatisfactory  samples  are  taken  into  account,  including  repeat 
samples  from  farms  where  methods  of  production  are  found  to  be  sub-standard.  Of  these 
4,687  samples  of  milk,  2,793  were  taken  at  depots  and  1,894  from  farms  at  milking  times. 


Non-Design ATED  Milk  Supplies. 

The  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  took  1,308  samples  for  bacterial  examination  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  at  the  County  Laboratory.  The  results  were  as  follows  :

The  following  is  a  resume  of  investigations  carried  out  in  order  to  trace  the  sources  of  tuber¬ 
culous  milk  : 

1.  A  case  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  County  Borough  of  Northampton  was 
outstanding  from  the  previous  year.  After  investigation  by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the 
Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  three  animals  in  the  Ac¬ 
credited  herd  involved  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

2.  A  further  case,  reported  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  County  Borough  of 
Northampton  during  1946,  was  referred  to  the  Animal  Health  Division  for  investigation.  One 
cow  was  found  to  be  excreting  tubercle  bacilli  upon  microscopic  examination  of  the  milk  and  was 
accordingly  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

3.  Routine  biological  examination  of  milk  from  designated  herds  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northampton  General  Hospital,  revealed  a  positive  result  in  respect  of  an  Ac¬ 
credited  herd  in  the  County.  The  usual  investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  Divisional 
Inspector  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  but  no  individual  animal  in  the  herd  was  found  to  be 
giving  tuberculous  milk. 

4.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  reported  that  a  sample 
of  Accredited  milk  taken  from  a  churn  at  a  Kettering  dairy  showed  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli  on  biological  examination.  Upon  investigation,  including  the  biological  examination  of 
two  individual  and  six  group  samples  of  milk,  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Animal  Health 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  found  no  evidence  of  tuberculous  milk  being 
given  ;  therefore  it  was  suspected  that  the  cause  of  the  original  contamination  may  have  been 
one  of  the  four  cows  sold  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  initial  inspection.

Of  this  number  no  less  than  86  or  13.8  per  cent,  were  reported  as  being  either  adulterated 
or  below  standard.  This  figure  for  adulteration  is  an  improvement  over  that  reported  for  1945, 
i.e.,  21  per  cent.,  but  must  still  be  regarded  as  being  high. 

Milks.  Of  the  502  samples  submitted,  78  were  reported  upon  as  being  unsatisfactory. 
14  were  taken  as  “  appeal  to  cow  ”  samples,  and  the  remaining  410  samples  were  satisfactory. 
If  the  “  appeal  to  cow  ”  samples  are  not  taken  into  consideration,  the  percentage  adulteration 
for  the  year  is  16  per  cent  as  against  24.4  per  cent  in  1945.

The  samples  other  than  milk  which  were  unsatisfactory  were  as  follows  :  Lemon  Squash, 
Lime  Juice  Cordial,  Tinned  Rhubarb,  Non-alcohoUc  Cocktails  (2),  Mint  and  Blackcurrant  wine. 

The  mint  consisted  mainly  of  ground  up  stalk  of  the  herb  and  was  devoid  of  any  aromatic 
properties.  The  Blackcurrant  wine  was  dyed  and  coloured  cider  and  contained  no  blackcurrant 
juice  at  all.  The  tinned  Rhubarb  was  deficient  in  nett  weight  of  content  but  was  otherwise 
satisfactory  for  edible  purposes.  The  Lemon  Squash  and  Lime  juice  cordial  were  both  deficient 
in  sugar,  but  in  other  respects  complied  with  the  Soft  Drinks  Order,  1946.  The  so-called  non¬ 
alcoholic  cocktails  were  not  cocktails  at  all,  but  concoctions  containing  Iron  and  Ammonium 
citrate.  Malt  extract.  Citric  and  Tartaric  acids  and  Chloroform  water. 

In  no  case  was  there  preservatives  found  in  an  amount  that  exceeded  the  permitted  maxi¬ 
mum.

Milk  continues  to  provide  the  greater  part  of  the  samples  taken  and  will  so  continue  so  long 
as  adulteration  takes  place. 

Evidence  of  a  producer  actually  being  seen  adding  water  to  milk  was  given  in  two  cases, 
as  well  as  evidence  of  there  being  added  water  in  the  milk.  The  justices,  however,  dismissed 
the  charges  of  adding  water  to  milk  and  fined  the  defendant  £15  and  £10  costs  for  having  watered 
milk  in  his  possession  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  The  defendant  had  been  convicted 
and  fined  on  two  previous  occasions  for  selling  adulterated  milk. 

The  defendant  who  was  fined  £50  and  £5  5s.  costs  had  been  before  the  Court  on  three  previous 
occasions  in  respect  of  adulterated  milk. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  samples  deficient  in  fat  over  those  of  the  previous 
year  and  foUowing-up  and  “  appeal  to  cow  ”  samples  generally  confirmed  genuinely  poor  milk. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  case  where  the  ‘  appeal  ’  sample  was  above  3  per  cent,  fat 
and  where  the  general  circumstances  suggested  that  the  first  sample  taken  was  not  milk  as  it 
came  from  the  cow.  The  case  was  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 

A  variety  of  foodstuffs  were  sampled  with  generally  satisfactory  results.  Two  samples  of 
soft  drinks.  Lemon  Squash  and  Lime  Juice  Cordial,  were  slightly  deficient  in  sugar,  but  were 
within  the  5  per  cent,  margin  of  error  permitted. 

Two  samples  of  Non-alcoholic  Cocktails  had  misleading  labels  and  upon  representations 
in  the  matter  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  proceedings  were  not  instituted.  Proceedings  were,  at 
the  time,  pending  in  another  County  and,  as  a  conviction  was  obtained  and  the  manufacturers 
undertook  to  cease  manufacture  and  take  back  all  stocks  in  the  hands  of  traders,  no  further 
action  was  taken. 

The  sample  of  Tinned  Rhubarb  in  Syrup  was  reported  by  the  Analyst  as  being  deficient  in 
weight.  Proceedings  were  instituted  under  the  LabeUing  of  Food  (No.  2)  Order,  1944,  and  a 
fine  of  £5  was  imposed. 

The  sample  of  mint  reported  against  was  of  exceedingly  poor  quahty,  but  no  action  could 
be  taken. 

As  given  in  the  Analyst’s  report,  the  Blackcurrant  Wine  was  dyed  and  coloured  cider  and 
the  Magistrates  showed  their  disapproval  of  such  practices  by  imposing  a  fine  of  £25  and  ordering 
costs  of  £11  14s.  2d.  to  be  paid. 

Milk  in  Schools. 

Informal  testing  of  milk  supplied  to  88  schools  within  the  County,  was  carried  out  and 
showed  very  satisfactory  results.  Only  two  samples  were  doubtful  and  the  foUowing-up  formal 
samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine.  The  average  fat  and  soUds-not-fat 
figures  for  the  school  milks  were  also  well  above  the  prescribed  minimum,  they  being  3.79  and 
9.15  per  cent,  respectively. 
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SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  other 

Diseases. 

1.  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Under  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation,  the  County  is  divided  into 
three  areas,  viz.,  Western,  Kettering  and  Eastern. 

The  joint  hospitals  are  situated  at  Staverton,  Kettering  and  Wellingborough  respectively 
and  are  in  each  instance  administered  by  joint  hospital  boards. 

2.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  VACCINATION. 

Smallpox.  No  case  was  notified. 

Vaccination.  The  statistics  of  vaccination  for  1945  (the  latest  year  available)  again  shewed 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  successful  vaccinations  performed  in  the  Administrative  County. 
The  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  to  registered  births  being  25.2  compared  with  23.7 
for  the  year  1944.  The  highest  percentages  were  in  the  Guardians  areas  of  Brixworth  (35.4) 
and  Daventry  (29.6)  and  the  lowest  in  the  Wellingborough  area  (15.2) 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  showed  a  marked  diminution  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  A  total  of  285  cases  was  notified  as  compared  with  647  in  1944.  There 
were  175  cases  notified  in  the  Urban  as  compared  with  110  in  the  Rural  Districts.  With  the 
exception  of  Higham  Ferrers  Borough  and  Irthlingborough  Urban  District,  no  district  escaped 
infection.  There  were  78  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  34  in  Wellingborough,  20 
in  Corby  and  18  cases  in  Rushden  Urban  Districts.  All  other  Urban  Districts  had  less  than  9 
notifications.  In  the  Rural  areas  the  maximum  number  of  notifications  was  recorded  in 
Daventry  Rural  District  where  23  notifications  were  received.  The  Northampton  and  Brixworth 
Rural  Districts  both  had  18  notifications  but  in  no  other  instance  was  the  number  greater  than 
11.  None  of  the  8  Rural  Districts  escaped  infection.  The  infection  continued  to  be  of  a  mild 
clinical  type  and  no  deaths  were  ascribed  to  this  disease  in  any  of  the  County  Districts.  The 
notification  rate  was  1.21  per  thousand  of  civilian  population  as  compared  with  1.38  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Diphtheria.  The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  the  County  totalled  15 
as  compared  with  28  in  1945.  Of  this  number  3  occurred  in  Urban  Districts  and  12  in  Rural 
Districts.  Of  the  21  County  Districts,  cases  were  notified  in  3  Urban  and  5  Rural  Districts  only. 
In  no  district  did  the  number  of  notifications  exceed  4.  The  benefits  of  diphtheria  immunisa¬ 
tion  are  now  showing  that  this  disease  is  rapidly  becoming  a  medical  rarity  in  its  clinical  form. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease  in  the  County.  The  incidence  amounted  to  0.06  per 
thousand  of  civilian  population  as  compared  with  0.28  for  England  and  Wales. 

Typhoid.  Eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  notified  in  the  rural  districts.  Four  of  the 
cases  were  associated  with  an  outbreak  which  took  place  at  Aberystwyth  during  the  Summer. 
One  case  occurred  at  Moulton  where  a  student  from  Aberystwyth  was  attending  an  educational 
estabhshment.  Another  from  East  Carlton  was  an  infant  who  had  spent  some  time  at  Aberyst¬ 
wyth,  whilst  the  remaining  two  which  were  notified  at  Earls  Barton  had  spent  holidays  at  the 
same  holiday  resort.  The  remaining  four  cases  were  notified  from  a  hospital  in  Northampton 
Rural  District. 

Paratyphoid  B.  Fever.  One  case  was  notified  in  Daventry  Borough.  The  infection  appeared 
to  have  been  acquired  at  a  holiday  resort  in  North  Devon. 
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Erysipelas.  This  streptococcal  infection  of  the  skin  was  responsible  for  a  total  of  50  notifica¬ 
tions  as  compared  with  57  cases  in  1945.  No  deaths  were  ascribed  to  the  infection. 

Measles.  A  total  of  223  cases  was  notified  as  compared  with  3,824  ia  1945.  The  disease 
was  more  prevalent  in  the  rural  areas  as  compared  with  the  urban  districts.  Of  the  total,  148 
occurred  in  Rural  districts  and  75  in  Urban  Districts.  One  Rural  District  and  five  Urban 
Districts  escaped  infection.  The  disease  appeared  to  be  of  a  mild  type  and  no  deaths  were 
ascribed  to  the  infection.  The  notification  rate  was  0.94  per  thousand  of  population  as  compared 
with  3.92  for  England  and  Wales. 

Whooping  Cough.  Compared  with  1945  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
this  disease.  Out  of  a  total  of  529  cases,  284  and  245  were  notified  in  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  respectively,  with  the  exception  of  4  Urban  Districts,  cases  were  notified  in  every  county 
district.  There  were  4  deaths  recorded  (2  males,  2  females) ;  3  of  the  children  who  died  were  under 
1  year,  whilst  the  fourth  was  under  5  years  of  age. 

Diarrhoea  [under  2  years) .  There  were  7  deaths  (5  males,  2  females)  ascribed  to  this  cause 
as  compared  with  10  in  1945. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  :  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  These  diseases  are  dealt  with  in  the  Mater¬ 
nity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  this  report. 

Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal).  A  total  of  153  civihan  cases  was  notified 
as  compared  with  115  in  1945.  The  incidence  was  0.65  per  thousand  of  population  as  compared 
with  0.89  for  England  and  Wales.  Deaths  from  aU  forms  of  pneumonia  accounted  for  132 
cases  as  against  110  in  1945. 

Poliomyelitis.  Three  cases  were  notified,  one  in  each  of  the  following  districts — Kettering 
Borough,  Rothwell  Urban  District  and  Daventry  Rural  District.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 

Bacillary  Dysentery.  A  total  of  132  cases  was  notified  in  the  County  and  of  this  number 
70  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  and  42  in  Wellingborough  Rural  District.  The  causal 
organism  in  most  cases  appeared  to  be  B.  dysenteriae  (Sonne). 

Cerebral-Spinal  Fever.  Six  cases  were  notified,  three  in  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  one  in 
Brackley  and  two  in  Northampton  Rural  Districts.  One  male  death  was  recorded.

Forty  new  cases  were  not  notified  in  this  Administrative  County  ;  these  were  transfers  from 
other  areas.  There  were  three  posthumous  notifications. 

The  total  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  amounted  to  275 — 153  in  the  Urban  Districts 
and  122  in  the  Rural  Districts.  Of  this  number,  228  were  suffering  from  respiratory  forms  of 
the  disease  and  47  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  There  were  18  more  primary  notifications 
during  1946  than  for  the  year  1945.  Table  III,  page  46,  in  the  Statistical  Section,  shows  the 
number  of  cases  notified  in  each  District. 


Mortality.  Respiratory — 87  deaths  (50  males  and  37  females)  occurred,  47  of  which  were 
in  the  Urban  Districts  and  40  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Other  Forms — Twenty  deaths  occurred  from  other  forms  of  the  disease  (7  males  and  13 
females),  9  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  11  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

There  were  thus  107  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  as  compared  with  133  in  1945. 
The  mortahty  rate  was  0.45  per  1,000  of  the  population  which  is  the  lowest  so  far  recorded.  The 
rate  for  the  combined  Urban  Districts  was  0.45  and  for  the  Combined  Rural  Districts  0.45.

DISPENSARY  WORK. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  Dispensaries  was  6,858.  This  number  includes  1,033  attend¬ 
ances  made  by  patients  who  came  for  treatment  by  Ultra  Violet  Radiation.  1,526  new  patients, 
exclusive  of  contacts,  were  examined  in  connection  with  the  Dispensaries  for  the  first  time  in 
1946.  Of  these,  226  were  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  before  the  end  of  the  year  ; 
12  were  considered  to  be  doubtfully  tuberculous  and  remained  under  observation,  and  1,288 
were  considered  to  be  non-tuberculous.  A  total  of  347  contacts  was  examined  in  addition  to 
the  1,526  new  patients.  Of  these,  one  was  regarded  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  346  were 
considered  to  be  non-tuberculous. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  to  patients  in  their  own  homes  was 
249.  The  total  number  of  consultations,  personal  and  otherwise,  between  Tuberculosis  Officer 
and  medical  practitioners  was  1,416.  Of  the  227  new  patients  (inclusive  of  the  one  contact 
found  to  be  tuberculous)  who  were  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  81.61%  were  notified 
after  they  had  been  examined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  only  18.39%  previous  to  examina¬ 
tion  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  All  these  patients,  with  the  exception  of  one  who  was  examined 
as  a  contact,  were  seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  request  of  their  own  medical  attendant. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients 
was  2,790. 
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Of  the  1,873  persons,  including  contacts,  who  were  examined  for  the  first  time  in  1946, 
192  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  35  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  former  were  placed  in  the  following  categories  :

Radiology. 

X-ray  work  continued  during  the  year  at  the  Kettering,  Wellingborough,  Northampton 
and  Rushden  Sanatorium  Health  Clinics.  5,672  examinations  were  made  by  X-ray  screen  and 
film,  which  was  222  more  than  the  previous  year. 


Pathological  Specimens. 

The  following  pathological  specimens  were  examined  in  connection  with  the  work  at  the

Treatment. 

In  addition  to  routine  Sanatorium  and  Domiciliary  treatment,  2,435  pneumothorax  refills 
were  given  at  the  Dispensaries,  and  the  conditions  treated  by  Ultra  Violet  Radiation  (Alpine 
Sun  Lamp)  and  Calciferol  were  Cervical  Adenitis  and  Lupus. 

Patients  had  treatment  by  general  Ultra  Violet  Radiation  and  some  by  local  radiation  in 
addition.  Similar  results  to  those  noted  in  previous  reports  were  achieved. 


Examination  of  Recruits  for  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Forty  seven  recruits,  sent  by  the  Medical  Boards  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  were  examined 
at  the  Dispensaries  during  the  year.  One  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  forty  six  were  free  from  tuberculosis. 
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Mass  Radiography. 

A  special  report  entitled,  “  Occupational  incidence  of  acute  phthisis  as  shown  by  first 
survey  of  industrial  centres  in  County  ”  was  presented  to  the  Council  in  February,  1947.  The 
investigation  showed  that  in  the  main  industrial  centres  of  the  geographical  County,  when  com¬ 
pared  with  all  other  occupations,  there  was  a  statistically  significant  excess  of  newly-discovered 
cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  boot  and  shoe  industry  ;  and,  further,  that  there 
were  significantly  higher  rates  in  the  clicking,  lasting  and  finishing  departments  of  the  industry.

TREATMENT  ALLOWANCES— MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  MEMORANDUM  266/T. 

Treatment  Allowances  continued  to  be  made  to  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  and,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee,  such  allowances  were 
made,  irrespective  of  prognosis,  to  all  patients  (other  than  married  women)  giving  up  remunera¬ 
tive  work  m  order  to  undertake  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Maintenance  Allowances. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  187  patients — comprising  80  Government  cases  (in  respect  of 
whom  expenditure  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health)  and  107  County  Cases 
(expenditure  to  be  borne  by  the  County  Rates)  were  receiving  Maintenance  Allowances. 
Allowances  were  granted  during  the  year  to  79  Government  and  33  County  cases,  making  a 
total  of  112  new  cases.  Allowances  ceased  in  respect  of  102  patients  for  the  following  reasons  :

The  total  number  of  patients  who  received  Maintenance  Allowances  was  299,  and  the 
numbers  remaining  on  the  books  on  the  31st  December  were  81  Government  and  116  County 
cases,  making  a  total  of  197. 
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On  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  after  consideration  of  medical  details, 
the  allowances  in  respect  of  21  patients  were  transferred  from  Government  to  County  classifica¬ 
tion. 

Discretionary  Allowances  and  Special  Payments. 

Thirteen  patients  were  granted  Discretionary  Allowances  or  Special  Payments  in  respect 
of  (a)  hire  purchase  instalments  ;  (b)  premiums  on  life  assurance  policies  ;  (c)  expenses  in  respect 
of  education  ;  and  (d)  travelling  expenses  incurred  by  relatives  in  visiting  a  patient  in  an  Institu¬ 
tion.  These  Allowances,  which  are  in  addition  to  Maintenance  Allowances,  are  only  granted 
on  special  application  being  made  and  on  proof  of  need. 

The  total  cost  of  Allowances  was  ;^6,417  for  Government  reimbursement  cases,  and  £8,434 
for  County  cases. 

Mass  Radiography. 

Examination  of  workpeople  by  Mass  Radiography  resulted  in  a  number  of  persons  being 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  although  they  had  no  symptoms  and  were, 
in  fact,  at  work  at  the  time  of  diagnosis.  In  many  such  cases  the  knowledge  that  assistance 
under  the  Treatment  Allowance  scheme  would  be  available  has  undoubtedly  helped  in  persuading 
a  patient  to  give  up  his  employment  in  order  to  undertake  treatment. 

General. 

AU  patients  who  are  eligible  for  allowances  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Welfare  Officer, 
who  explains  the  scheme  and  gives  assistance  to  the  patients  in  the  completion  of  the  necessary 
application  forms.  Further  visits  are  paid  from  time  to  time  and  thus  a  close  contact  is  main¬ 
tained  with  the  patient  and  his  family,  and  where  desired  advice  and  information  relating  to 
allowances  are  given.  The  total  number  of  visits  to  patients  and/or  their  families  was  808. 

Close  co-operation  is  also  maintained  between  the  Tuberculosis  Welfare  Officer  and  the 
various  Care  Committees  in  the  County,  to  whom  are  referred  cases  needing  assistance  which 
cannot  be  given  under  Memorandum  266/T. 

The  majority  of  patients  are  appreciative  of  the  allowances,  and  this  is  particularly  noted  in 
the  case  of  County  Patients  who  have  probably  been  unable  to  work  for  a  number  of  years. 


SANATORIUM  REPORT. 

The  number  of  beds  available  for  patients  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  80  ;  43  for 
males  and  37  for  females.  10  patients  were  admitted  for  clinical  investigation,  6  were  dis¬ 
charged  as  non-tuberculous,  and  4  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  were  190  admissions  of  patients,  103  male  and  87  female,  and  170  were  discharged, 
95  male  and  75  female.  Deaths  in  the  Sanatorium  numbered  20,  8  male  and  12  female.  The 
retention  of  advanced  patients  is  consistent  with  the  policy  of  isolation  and  has  been  a  useful 
method  of  preventive  treatment.  The  patients  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  were  classified  as

Treatment  was  sufficient  in  75  of  these  patients  to  bring  the  disease  to  quiescence.  Of  the 
patients  admitted  with  a  positive  sputum  19  were  negative  on  discharge.  The  average  length 
of  stay  was  142.37  days.

The  Blood  Sedimentation  Rate  which  gives  an  immediate  indication  of  the  patient’s  condi¬ 
tion,  and  activity  of  disease,  was  assessed  on  admission,  and  at  monthly  intervals  during  treat¬ 
ment  ;  898  of  these  examinations  were  made.  Vital  Capacity  Tests  were  carried  out  on  196 
patients.  Mantoux  Tests  were  carried  out  on  17  child  patients,  and  on  all  nursing  and  domestic 
entrants. 

X-ray  Work. 

All  patients  are  filmed  on  admission  and  subsequently  during  treatment.  The  number  of 
X-ray  examinations  was  2,664,  consisting  of  2,160  screen  examinations  and  504  films.  All 
nursing  and  domestic  staff  are  X-rayed  on  commencing  duties,  and  at  periods  during  their 
service  according  to  their  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  Test. 

Treatment. 

This  consists  of  absolute  bed  rest  for  patients  with  the  most  active  type  of  disease,  substi¬ 
tuted  for  those  who  have  lost  their  toxaemia  by  hours  up,  and  later  by  light  graded  work. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax  Treatment.  Treatment  by  artificial  pneumothorax  was  continued. 
There  were  41  inductions  of  artificial  pneumothorax  made  at  the  Sanatorium  ;  1,363  artificial 
pneumothorax  refills  and  54  pneumoperitoneum  refills  were  given.  There  was  1  pleural  wash-out 
and  44  aspirations. 

Adhesion  Section.  Forty- two  patients,  22  male  and  20  female,  were  transferred  to  Creaton 
Sanatorium  for  section  of  adhesions  limiting  artificial  pneumothorax,  thoracoplasties  and  phrenic 
nerve  operations. 

The  Treatment  Block  at  the  Sanatorium  was  again  in  use  for  examination  of  patients, 
artificial  pneumothorax  treatment,  pleural  wash-outs,  sedimentation  rates,  dental  treatment. 
X-ray  work,  and  also  as  an  office. 

Dental  Treatment. 

The  Visiting  Dental  Surgeon  made  11  visits  to  the  Sanatorium  and  treatment  was  carried 


out  as  follows  :

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Rushden  House  Sanatorium — Extensions  and  Improvements. 

A  scheme  was  approved  for  the  erection  and  equipping  of  extensions  to  the  treatment  block 
to  provide  a  laboratory  and  offices  for  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Tubetculosis 
Officers  at  an  estimated  expenditure  of  £3,200. 

Further  expenditure  amounting  to  £3,975  was  authorised  for  the  provision  of  central  heat¬ 
ing  throughout  the  administrative  block,  conversions  to  form  additional  bathrooms,  improvements 
and  extensions  to  domestic  hot  water  supply,  installation  of  wash  hand  basins  in  nurses’  bedrooms 
and  extensions  to  cold  water  services. 

These  improvements  will  be  effected  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Council  also  agreed  to  various  minor  improvements  in  the  nurses’  quarters. 


6.  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Treatment.  The  arrangements  made  with  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  were  continued,  the  parties 
to  the  arrangements  being  as  hitherto,  viz.,  the  County  Councils  of  Northampton  and  Bucking¬ 
ham  and  the  Northampton  County  Borough  Council. 

The  days  and  hours  of  opening  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital  are  : 

Males  ;  Wednesdays  at  2  p.m. 

Fridays  at  7  p.m. 

Females  :  Mondays  at  7  p.m. 

Fridays  at  12  (noon). 

The  number  of  new  County  patients  who  attended  the  out-patient  clinic  for  treatment  was 
381,  as  compared  with  248  in  1945.  The  total  attendances  of  all  County  patients  amounted  to 
2,830  as  against  1,989,  and  the  number  discharged  after  completing  treatment  was  247  as  against 
142  in  1945.  The  number  who  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment,  or  before  the 
final  test  of  cure,  was  16  as  against  10. 

The  number  of  persons  treated  with  salvarsan  substitutes  was  264  as  against  238  in  1945. 

The  number  of  County  in-patients  treated  at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  was  9 
(males  3,  females  6),  as  against  6  (males  3,  females  3)  in  the  previous  year. 

Travelling  expenses  of  two  persons  who  attended  the  Clinics  were  repaid.
